Harvesting Resumed After 
Last Week's Heavy Rains 


Old Building 
To Be Replaced 
By New Cafe 

One of Vulcan's oldest buildings, 
dating back to about 1912 or 1913, 
and in recent years housing the 
Marble Cafe, is now being demo¬ 
lished. Located on 2nd Ave. be¬ 
tween Bassett’s Jewellery and 
Robinson Stores, the frame and 
stucco building was considered past 
repair and will be replaced by a 
new structure. 

The new building, size 34x60 feet, 
will be of cement block construc¬ 
tion and is being built for the pro¬ 
prietors of the Marble Cafe to 
house a new, modern cafe. The 
new building is scheduled for oc¬ 
cupancy late in November. 

Contractor is Horst Thiering. 


Heavy rains Thursday night and 
Friday of last week hit all parts 
of the county, bringing harvesting 
operations to a halt. Precipitation 
measured from about one inch up 
to two and a half inches. 

In the east and south parts of 
the county swathing is practically 
completed but north and west is 
only about half completed. 

From two to five degrees of 
frost has been reported, mostly 
from Vulcan north and crops that 
are still green are expected to 
show some frost damage. At Tra¬ 
vers, standing grain was badly 
damaged by strong winds. 

Skies cleared Monday and Tues¬ 
day’s high was 70 above although 
slightly cooler weather was expect¬ 
ed Wednesday of this week. Swath¬ 
ing was again underway in most 
districts on Monday and combining 
was expected to be fairly general 
later this week. Two weeks of 
warm, dry weather would see most 
of the harvest safely completed. 
Average yield of spring wheat is 
expected to be about 30 bushels 
per acre.

Traffic Act Change Now Effective 
Covering Wide Range Of Categories 


There have been several changes 
to the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act of Alberta, (which is 
one of Alberta's Traffic Acts) 
effective July 1st, 1965. The 
following are some of the changes 
that will be of interest to a motor 
vehicle driver or owner: 

An operator's license will nqt, be 
issued to a person under the age 
of 18 unless the application is 
signed by a parent or guardian, or 
the person is self-supporting, or 
is married. If it is found that these 
stipulations are false, the Minister 
will cancel any license that had 
been issued. 

When a trailer is b e i n g tuvved. 

two rear view mirrors are required, 
one to be attached to each side of 
the towing vehicle to afford the 
driver a clear view of the road¬ 
way to the rear and to each side 
of the trailer. 

When necessary to carry out 
their duties a fireman may drive 
and park a motor vehicle contrary 
to any rule of the road providing 
it is safe to do so. 

A new provision has been added 
prohibiting the opening of the door 
of a motor vehicle on ether side 
where there is traffic passing, or 
leave a door open unless it is 
reasonable safe to do so. 

Many municipal by-laws prohi¬ 
bited backing a vehicle into a

traffic lane unless the movement 
can be done in safety, which 
usually applies to diagonal parking. 
This provision is now included in 
the V.H.T. Act, so it will apply to 
cities, towns and villages regard¬ 
less of any by-law. 

The provisions requiring vehicles 
carrying passengers, explosives, or 
inflammable liquids, to stop at a 
railway crossing, now applies not 
only on the highway but in towns 
and villages. 

Anyone under the age of 16 years 
shall not ride on or operate a 
scooter or power bicycle unless 
they are wearing a safety helmet. 
This is a new provision and also 
good advice for any age.

An affiliation with the Vulcan 
and district sports group entitles 
the holder to a chance to enter 
any of the many trophy competi¬ 
tions available each year. In other 
years there have been cases where 
non-members brought homo an ex¬ 
ceptional head or set of antlers and 
sought to enter the competition 
but this was not possible without a 
membership date prior to the 
cut-off. 

In most Wildlife Management 
areas affecting hunters of this area 
the season for moose, elk, white- 
tail and mule deer opens on dates 
varying from September 14 to 
October 19 depending on the unit 
involved.

Couple Still On Original Homestead 


Mr, and Mrs. Harold Parket* of 
Ensign are shown left on their 
66th wedding anniversary, celebrat¬ 
ed with a family picnic at High 
River. They were married in 1899 
at Manti, Utah and came to Alberta 
in a covered wagon in 1904, home¬ 
steading in the Ensign district 
where they still live. 

For 61 years their eyes have 
watched the changes wrought by 
progress in this part of the pro- 
: vince. The coming of more home¬ 
steaders was accompanied by more 
and more fenced areas. Soon farm 
MR. & MRS. HAROLD PARKER settlements dotted the landscape 


and then came the wagon trails 
which wandered aimlessly skirting 
mud holes and around hillsides. In 
later years the Parkers watched 
the advent of machine driven 
equipment, tractors and combines 
which ended the days when they 
had 17 horses on the farm. 

Increasing use of cars and trucks 
brought the early dirt roads which 
were later gravelled, to provide 
ribboned divisions between sections 
of land and link- d the province's 
highway system together. 

With the advent of farm elec¬ 
tricity came the network of power 


poles carrying transmission lines 
and later the accompanying rural 
telephone lines. Finally the 
Parkers are now able to travel 
their most familiar road, Highway 
23 or the old Sunshine Trail in the 
comfort afforded by pavement and 
along the route the latest visible 
sign of progress, TV antennas are 
perched atop each farm home. • 
Interest in current events, poli¬ 
ties and the changing world is still 
shown by the Paikers who called 
at the Advocate >ver a year ago 
with a rook specimen they suspect¬ 
ed might be part of a meteorite. 


It was a heavy, fused rock about 
six inches through which had been 
turned up by one of Mr. Parker's 
sons during the second year of 
breaking on a field and for years 
farmers around Brant became 
familiar with it as a door stop at 
the post office. 

The wagon trip from Idaho in 
1904 took from May 5 tb June 23 
and on arrival the Parkers and 
their two children, aged two and 
four years, set about establishing 
their livelihood. In their first year

Mr. Parker started with a quar¬ 
ter section of land about four 
miles from Brant and vividly re¬ 
members one of the bad early 
years, 1910 when there was no 
rainfall from June 30 to August 30. 

Tractors came into, use in the 
Brant district in 1926 but for 
many years prosperity was a fleet¬ 
ing thing with agriculture in the 
throes of the depression-ridden 
thirties. 

The farm picture began to im¬ 
prove about 1942 and farm mech¬ 
anization and the resultant increas¬ 
ing productivity spelled better 
times for farmers. 

The lives of' the Parkers have 
been closely associated with the 
village of Brant since its formation 
during the spring of the same yea:

AVOID WHEAT STEAK MOSAIC 


Winter Wheat growers in 
southern Alberta are presently har¬ 
vesting an excellent crop. In the 
face of this good fortune, they 
should not forget the problems 
caused by wheat streak mosaic 
only a year ago. This disease is 
a potential problem every year 
and growers who will be sowing 
winter wheat this fall are urged 
to follow the recommended control 
practices. These are: 

1' Do not seed winter wheat 
before the first week of September. 

2 1 Do not seed winter wheat 
before nearby spring wheat and 
barley crops are mature. 

3> Destroy any volunteer wheat 
or barley on or near the field at 
least seven days be Tore seeding 
winter wheat. 

The importance of following 
streak mosaic control recommend¬ 
ations at all times was strikingly 
demonstrated this summer. Nu¬ 
merous crops of spring wheat in 
the Warner, Skiff, and New Day- 
ton areas suffered severe damage 
from Streak Mosaic. In most cases 
the disease originated from volun¬ 
teer winter wheat that carried the 
disease over winter. This volunteer 
growth should have been destroyed 
last fall or this spring before the 
crops were sown. 

This fall many spring crops, es¬ 
pecially those damaged by hail, 
will be late in maturing. These 
crops could be harbouring the 
disease-carrying mites. Winter 
wheat, therefore, should not be 
seeded nearby until after these 
crops have ripened.
